I had come to despise and be 
revolted by war clear out of any 
logical proportion. I couldn’t find 
the Four Freedoms among the 
dead men. Personal weariness be- 
came a forest that shut off my 
view of events about me. I was 
no longer seeing the little things 
that you at home want to know 
about the soldiers. 

Battles Differ Little. 

When we fought through Sicily, 
it was to many of us like seeing 
the same movie for the fourth 
time. Battles differ one from an- 
other only in their physical en- 
vironment—the emotions of fear 
and exhaustion and exaltation and 
hatred are about the same in all 
of them. Through repetition, I 
had worn clear down to the nub 
my ability to weigh and describe. 
You can’t do a painting when 
your oils have turned to water. 

There is, in the months and 
years ahead, still & lot of war to 
be written about. So I decided, 
all of a sudden one day in Sicily, 
that you who read and I who 
write would both benefit in the 
long run if I came home to re 
freshen my sagging brain and 
drooping frame. To put it bluntly, 
I just got too tired in the head. So 
here I am. 


It has been 15 months since I 
left America. Things at home have 
have changed a lot in that time, 
I’m sure. But at first glance there 
doesn’t seem much change. 

When I rode in from the airport 
in New York, and checked into 
the hotel, everything was so per-

Shocked by Sugar. 

On the whole, the few little 
things that struck me. the most 
were normal things that I had 
thought would be gone by now. 
I was surprised to find sugar 
bowls on the table. We have 
plenty of sugar in the Army over- 
seas, but we had figured you were 
very short over here. 

And I was astonished at finding 
the store windows of New York 
looking so full and so beautiful. I’d 
like to take a pocketful of money 
and just go on a spree, buying 
everything that was smart and 
pretty whether I really wanted it 
or not. 

We've had nothing to spend 
money on for so long, over on the 
other side. The countries we've 
been in were so denuded; why, 
England was shorter of everything 
after one year of war than we are 
after nearly two. 

The decline of traffic on the 
streets was noticeable; and how 
much nicer it is too, isn’t it? In 
fact it’s too nice, and I propose 
to recreate some of our old con- 
gestion by getting out my own 
jaloppy and dashing nonessential- 
ly around the streets for a month 
or so. 

Well, anyway, on second thought, 
it’s wonderful to be home.

Air Campaign 


On Continent 


LONDON, Sept. 14.—(#)—The 
Allied air campaign against the 
continent from Britain gathered 
momentum again today with at- 
tacks for the second day in a row 
by squadrons of typhoon fighter- 
bombers on shipping off Holland 
and a foray across the English 
channel at dusk by medium 
bombers. 

In a typhoon attack, a New 
Zealand squadron roared in at sea 
level in the face of heavy anti- 
aircraft fire from the shore and 
ships to attack a small enemy con- 
voy off Cherbourg. They set afire 
a tug which was left sinking as 
was a 1,000-ton naval auxiliary 
vessel. Two small escort vessels 
were damaged. 

Two coastal vessels and a har- 
bor launch were set afire and

it the best care. . 

Georgia stockmen are interested 
in the handling and raising of such 
stock because they hope to raise 
the level of cattle bred and raised 
in the southeast, Collins added. 
And the price brought by the 
steers proved Collins’ point, he 
said. 

Collins added the information 
that Atlanta was already one of 
the leading cattle centers of the 
country, and the development of 
more herds to compare with the 
one sold yesterday is expected to 
increase the importance of the cat- 
tle industry in Georgia.

In Italy-Nazis 


LONDON, Sept. 14.—(#)—The 
Germans, rushing to secure their 
grip on north and central Italy, 
announced today that ex-Premier 
Benito Mussolini had taken per- 
sonal control of the new puppet 
Fascist national government, had 
sought to cancel Italy’s capitula- 


f |tion to the Allies and had pro- 


claimed the rule of the House of 
Savoy at an end. 

Reports filtered across Italy’s 
borders, however, that the rebirth 
of Fascism had not been well re- 
ceived in that embattled country. 


The Italian army reportedly was 
solidly against Mussolini, and the 
United Nations radio at Algiers 
said bitter opposition to the Ger- 
mans was spreading all over Italy, 
with many outbreaks of fighting 
in the streets of Rome itself. 


The whereabouts of [lussolini, 
object of what the Nazis described 
as a spectacular “rescue” by Ger- 
man parachute troops two days 
ago, remained an enemy secret. 
The German radio said further an- 
nouncements about the new Fas- 
cist government would come from 
Mussolini himself. 

The same broadcast declared 
that Edda Ciano, wife of the for- 
mer Italian foreign minister and 
ambassador to the Vatican, Count 
Galeazzo Ciano, was with Musso- 
lini’s family. It denied, however, 
that Ciano was on his way to Rome 
to join the new Fascist govern- 
ment, 

“Apart from everything else, the 
events which occurred in the last 
session of the Fascist grand coun- 
cil make it impossible for Ciano 
to hold any post in the Fascist gov- 
ernment or party,” the German 
broadcast said. 

This was the first indication that 
Mussolini’s son-in-law had incur- 
red the active displeasure of the

Press’ Right To Hit 
Bar Rulings Upheld 


MOBILE, Ala., Sept. 14—(AP)—The right of a news- 
paper to make criticism of judicial decisions was upheld to- 
day in a decision dismissing the contempt conviction of Ralph 


B. Chandler, publisher of the 
Probate Judge Norvelle R. Leigh 


Jr., hearing a habeas corpus pro- 
ceeding, ruled that “after a court 
has rendered final judgment, any 
one may criticise such final judg- 
ment-as he pleases, subject only 


to criminal prosecution and civil 
suit if his criticism be slanderous 
or libelous.” 

The publisher was fined $10 and 
sentenced to six hours in jail June 
1l by Judge Tisdale J. Touart, 
of Mobile Inferior Criminal Court, 
who objected to an editorial in the 
Register, morning daily, which 
termed the court’s action in fixing 
@ peace bond for a man charged 
with making threats during racial 
disturbances here “a toss-up be- 
tween conviction and: acquittal.” 

Written Opinion. 

Judge Leigh’s written opinion 
dismissing the case and relieving 
Chandler of the $500 bond under 
which he was free 20 minutes after 
his conviction by Judge Touart, 
held that “all courts who had the 
last say have held that before a 
man can be adjudged guilty of a 
contempt for criticizing a judge 
or court his criticism must relate 
to a cause or matter still pending 
and undecided... .” 

In answer to a question by 
Thomas E, Twitty, attorney for 
the publisher, Judge Leigh said 
this paragraph did not mean that 
a@ newspaper was necessarily liable 
for criticisms while a case is pend- 
ing. since in that case the criti- 


cism “must be calculated to dis-

turb or obstruct the administra- 
tion of justice.” 

Assistant Solicitor Thomas O. 
Howell Jr. said the state “is not 
filing an appeal at this time.” 
Under Alabama law, it must file 
an appeal within 30 days or the 
dismissal stands. 

Final Question. 

Judge Leigh, in a 3,000-word 
opinion, held that the final ques- 
tion to be decided in the case was 
whether Chandler “can by a peti- 
tion of habeas corpus avail him- 
self of the state and federal con- 
stitutional provisions which guar- 
antee the freedom of speech and 
of the press.” 

Ruling that such a petition was 
within his jurisdiction, he quoted 
at length from the opinion of Jus- 
tice Frankfurter in the case of the 
Los Angeles Times and Mirror, 
in which the United States Su- 
preme Court held that editorial 
criticisms did not obstruct justice, 
and convictions in California 
courts were “abridgments, pro 
hibited by the federal constitu- 
tion, of freedom of speech and of 
the press.” 

Frankfurter’s dissenting opin- 
ion, while disagreeing with the 
court’s ruling, “discusses more 
fully than did the majority opin- 


ion” the points at issue in this, 


case, Judge Leigh said, and the 
entire supreme court concurred in 
the sections bearing on the points 
quoted.

Thin Aerial Cover. 

All the details were not clear 
as to what had happened at Sa- 
lerno, but this much seemed 
plain: 

1. Our forces were so far ad- 
vanced from our fighter airfields 
as to be under rather thin air 
cover. 

2. The terrain favored the en- 
emy, for he occupied hilly posi- 
tions and our troops were out in 
the open flats. 

3. The Germans had anticipated 
the area of our landing and were 
in greater strength than we had 
thought. Moreover, the Germans 
had: received reinforcements. 

A German broadcast declared 
Nazi tank formations had swept 
from the mountain heights be- 
fore Salerno onto the _ coastal 
plains and were “engaged in 
breaking enemy resistance on the 
coasts of the sea.” The enemy 
broadcast claimed that strong Al- 
lied detachments had been cut off 
from their landing ints. 

British Eighth Unchecked. 

General Sir waits ox L. Mont- 
gomery’s Eighth Army was beat- 
ing swiftly up the Italian Medi- 
terranean and Adriatic coasts 
“unchecked except by demolli- 
tions,” General Eisenhower's 
headquarters announced.

112 miles across the southern 
Apennine mountains from Sa- 
lerno. It was taken after a 65- 
mile sprint from Brindisi and its 
capture gave the Allies 125 miles 
of Adriatic coastline threatening 
the Balkans. Cosenza and Bari 
both are provincial capitals, the 
latter only 74 miles from Foggia 
and its cluster of important air- 
dromes. 

Montgomery’s pace was rapid 
because southern Italy was only 
lightly defended. The rough na- 
ture of the country and the effec- 
tive demolitions probably’ will 
prevent his joining the Fifth 
Army for a week or so, and the 
Fifth was under immediate, in- 
cessant pressure. 

Continuous Assault. 


The bridgehead was on the 
Gulf of Salerno below the city. 
It was under continuous assault 
by the German 15th and 16th tank 
and the Hermann Goering infan- 
try shock divisions. Nazi war- 
planes bombed and strafed the 
Allies from airfields 40 miles 
away. The Allies still held air 
supremacy but the lack of near- 
by fields prevented their using 
short-range fighters. 

The most punishment of all was 
dealt by German artillery, long es- 
tablished in the hills fringing the 
sandy beaches. Their fire could 
be laid in any sector of the Fifth 
Army strip, and the whine and 
explosive crashes of 88-millimeter 
shells allowed the weary Ameri- 
cans and Britons no rest from 
battle. 

German broadcasts said the Al- 
lies were abandoning the Salerno 
bridgehead “in complete disorder.” 
They said that the British were 
decisively beaten and that Ameri- 
can troops were in flight after suf- 
fering 8,000 to 10,000 casualties. 


Big Battles in Progress. 


“In the Salerno area, heavy bat- 
tles are still in progress north of 
the city with British divisions 
which are defending themselves 
desperately,” the German commu- 
nique said, “enemy attacks against 
height positions to the south of 
Eboli (15 miles southeast of Saler- 
no) have been bloodily repulsed 
after a hard fight and our troops 
in this part started an attack on a 
broad front. The enemy positions 
were taken and the enemy was 
thrown back to his landing places. 
Bloody losses of the British and 
the Americans are very severe.” 

The tremendous effort made by 
the Germans on the ground and 
in the air bore out the widespread 
belief that Hitler was going to 
fight the battle of Europe in Italy. 
Fresh German troops swept to- 
ward Salerno from Marshal Erwin 
Rommel in northern Italy. Lack- 
ing strategic reserves, Hitler could 
only be drawing his planes and di- 
visions from France and Russia. 

Sea Strength Boosted. 

Meanwhile, Allied sea strength 
was given a tremendous boost by 
the arrival of more Italian war- 
ships in the Malta harbor, bring- 
ing the total to 77. These included 
five battleships, eight cruisers, 27 
destroyers, 19 submarines, a sea- 
plane carrier, a dozen torpedo 
boats, six corvettes and other craft. 

A delayed dispatch from Mark 
Watson, Baltimore Sun _  corre- 
spondent with the Fifth Army, 
said German troops were far from

13 Enemy Planes Downed. 

Three Allied planes were lost. 
The Allies shot down 13 enemy 
ships, including 10 of the 100 or 
so Nazi fighter-bombers over the 
Salerno .battle. Pilots said the 
German fliers often were inexpe- 
rienced. 

The battle for Salerno was in 
its second expected crisis, the 
counterattack phase which is in- 
evitable after a landing. The cli- 
max was not yet, 

The reference to Gallipoli, pass- 


ed by Allied censors, referred to 
the ill-fated British attempt to 
take the Dardanelles from Turkey 
in 1915 during the first World 
War. The attack was beaten back 
and the British suffered 100,000 
casualties and the Turks had 
about an equal number. The Gal- 
lipoli campaign was conceived by 
Winston Churchill, but it failed, 
due to poor generalship on the 
field. 

One officer at headquarters 
summed up the crucial fighting at 
Salerno in these words: 

“The fighting is extremely 
heavy and it certainly is the bit- 
terest land fighting encountered 
by an Allied landing force in this 
war.’

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Anxious Hours 

Reports from the American battle front at 
Salerno, Italy, are not good. Our Fifth Army, 
under Lieutenant General Mark Clark, is en- 
gaged in the hardest fighting any Allied troops 
have encountered in all the Tunisian, Sicilian 
and Italian campaigns. 

The Germans are pouring in all their avail- 
able strength in the effort to wipe out the 
beach-head we have established there. Casual- 
ties on both sides are reported as heavy. The 
Germans have the advantage of terrain, hold- 
ing the high hill country from which their 
artillery commands the lower levels up which 
the Americans and their British companions 
must fight, step by step/>\_~~"_ 

The outcome of the Salerno struggle is un- 
certain. It is still possible the Germans will 
drive us from our foothold there. On the other 
hand, our forces may be able to hold out until 
Montgomery's British Eighth Army, pushing up 
from the south, and other reinforcements com- 
ing by sea, arrive to turn the tide of battle. 

These are anxious hours. However, even 
should they bring temporary setback, they can- 
not alter the fina) result, victory for the United 
Nations. And, sad though the news of heavy 
casualties is, nerve-wracking though the strain 
of such crucial conflict may be, there can yet 
be found silver-lining for the cloud of imme- 
diate worry. 

For nothing can so emphasize the truth of 
the frequent statements that we must not be 
overly optimistic on the progress of the war 
as temporary reverses. The desperate need of 
our fighting men in Italy should re-inspire the 
workers who are our fighting forces over here, 
to renewed efforts for increased output of the 


materiel of war which will, eventually, decide 


the outcome.

Russia Takes Credit 
Italy’s capitulation was received jubilantly 
in Soviet Russia and, while the official press 
did not go so far as to say to the Americans 


‘and British “you ain’t done nuthin,” they did 


not hesitate to pat themselves on the back for 
their part in the war up to date, the official 
organ Izvestia saying of the Italian surrender: 
“It is because of defeats on the Russian front 
in which all contingents of picked Italian 
troops were exterminated,” adding to that 
boast: “The victory of the Red army gave our 


- allies the possible opportunity to land troops in 


Sicily.” 

Both statem.....s are true, but they are only 
half-truths in that they omit credit for the 
devastating work of the American and RAF 
bombers which destroyed Nazi factories that 
were making munitions and planes with which 
to slaughter Russians, wrecked transportation 
that kept completed munitions from arriving 
at the Russian battlelines, and left control of 
the sea by Americans and British which enables 
the United States to send munitions, planes 
and food needed by the Russians. These state- 
ments ignore the fact that a large German 
army was wiped out in North Africa, and a 
sizable force captured or slain in Sicily, and 
that fear of invasion by the Americans and 
British has forced Hitler to keep large armies 
in France, the Low Countries and the Balkans, 
all of which could have been thrown against 
the Russians but for the invasion menace. 

No one minimizes the magnificent fight the 
Russians have made against the Nazis, and 
Americans and British will not attempt to ap- 
propriate an atom of the glory that is Russia’s 
due; but that slam of Izvestia, which appar- 
ently had official sanction, sort of irks; espe- 
cially when we are doing a good job ourselves, 
are providing the Russians with planes, muni- 
tions and food, and not pointing out that their 
successes were made possible by that help. 


Congressional Absentees 

Congress reconvened yesterday. The weeks 
ahead constitute one of the most important 
periods in American history. The greatest and 
most costly war in history is raging, with this 
country as a leading combatant. 

At the first roll-call fewer than half the 
members responded. In the senate, 53 answered 
to their names. In the house only 168 were 
present. 

Some members are, of course, absent on 
official duties. These constitute but a small 
fraction, however, of the absentees. 

The people of the United States often are 
irritated by the actions of the congress. There 
is one thing, however, those people expect ef 
their representatives, especially in crucial times 
such as this. That is, that they shall properly 
attend to their duties and, unless unavoidably

JAPANESE ODDITY WASHINGTON, Sept. 14.—After the 


Italian surrender the world was treated 
to the ludicrous spectacle of Japan, which has a record comparable 
only to Germany in the violation of solemn treaty obligations, send- 
ing a wordy protest to the Badoglio government at Rome over Italy’s 
exit from the Axis. 

Just what the stupid imperialistic little Japs hoped to accom- 
plish by a belated protest of the kind is too 
much of an enigma,for the occidental mind. 
On the surface it seemed—and was—about as 
ineffectual as a public reminder to an un- 
known horse thief that he had violated the 
tents of civilized society by stealing his neigh- 
bor’s horse. 

Italy was no more likely to repudiate the 
armistice agreement than the thief would be 
of returning the horse. 

The Tokyo protest was, of course, utterly 
vacuous. Coming from a nation which vio- 
lated the Nine-Power Pact and numerous other 
commitments for world orderlines, we can 

ee assume the only justification of the action lies 

5 We? in the peculiar Japanese concept of morality, 
wherein it is all right to disregard any treaty obligation except 
among thieves. 

Italy, under Mussolini, having been one of the three original 
Axis plunderers, was bound by some ex-curricula rule of the trade 
whereby it was permissible for her to commit any sort of offense 
against society as a whole, but not against a fellow member of the 
(Axis. Hence it made no'impression at all on the Japanese when 
the little country of Ethiopia protested to the League of Nations 
against the unwarranted invasion by Italy. 

The Japanese have given us a modern exemplification of the 
old adage about there being no honor save among thieves. 

It is not necessary to go far be-

neath the surface, however, to see 


the real cause for the strange behavior of Japan over the Italian 
developments. 

This behavior has been marked by an outward placidity, re- 
flected in the first comment of the Tokyo government that the 
elimination of Italy from the war was meaningless, and an inward 
jitteryness, as revealed in the later vigorous protest to the Badoglio 
government over the surrender. 

The thing that: has left the silly Japs spinning around like gib- 
bering apes is the dispostion of the Italian fleet, now safely in the 
mee of Allied forces at the British Mediterranean fortress of 

alta. 

So long as the Italian fleet remained intact—so long as as it 
remained a fleet in being in enemy hands—the British, and to a 
large extent ourselves, were compelled to keep a large naval force 
in constant operation in the Mediterranean. Even though the Ital- 
ians disdained to come out of their bases for an open fight, the 
British nevertheless had to remain on constant guard. 

For three long years powerful units of the British fleet have 
been constantly deployed in the Mediterranean, scattered all the 
way from Gibraltar to Port Said. That is the chief reason for the 
burden of the war in the Pacific being left to the United States.

The Mediterranean has been freed of 
threats of enemy naval power. All, or practically all, of the vast 
array of British naval units which for three years have been em- 
ployed in the Mediterranean are now free for service elsewhere. 
There is only one place where the added assemblage of sea- 
power can be used. We have brought the submarine problem so 
well under control that additional vessels for convoy duty are no 
longer needed. It is In the Pacific that the released segments of the 
British fleet will find opportunity for service.

aps a couple of days or so to figure 


this out. When the surrender of Italy was first announced, they 
feigned an attitude of disinterest, declaring that the removal of 
Italy from the war was meaningless. After the Italian fleet began 
to move from its anchorage, Tokyo changed its tune. The Japs have 
had the jitters ever since. 

And well they might. The Italian surrender has the most far- 
reaching implications on the Pacific war. It seals the doom of 
rt far earlier than we hada right to expect only a few months 

oO. 

As soon as certain matters of logistics can be attended to, the 
British Mediterranean fleet will move eastward through Suez and 
the Red sea to the Indian ocean. There it will join forces with 
ever-increasing American naval units already in action. In time, 
also, the Italian naval armada may be expected to render valuable 
service on the side of the Allies. 

When that day comes, the tin-can navy of the haughty Japs will 
amount to little more than a toy ship in a bathtub. We will pin 
them down as effectively as the Italians were shut up in their naval 
bases. It will mark the beginning of the end in the Pacific war. 

Only by understanding these facts are we able to see the point 
to the mouthy protest Tokyo sent to Rome on the Italian surrender.

Not Hay this month the re- 
mainder of the estate left by his 
grandfather. A dispatch to the 
New York Times states that the 
windfall will amount to something 
between $70,000,000 and $75,000,- 
000 and that he has already re- 
ceived, since his grandfather's 
death in 1906, about $93,000,000. 


The first Marshall Field was 
born in Massachusetts in 1835 and 
went to Chicago at the age of 21 
to work for a wholesale dry goods 
company. He became a partner 
four years later and, during the 
War Between the States, which 
broke out when he was 26 years 
old, his company had very -prof- 
itable dealings with the union gov- 
ernment in furnishing clothing 
and other necessities for the sol- 
diers. By the end of the war he 
was already rich. 

As Chicago and the midwest 
grew, Marshall Field’s wealth 
pyramided. He bought Chicago 
real estate cheap and profited by 
the increase in value and he in- 
vested in railroads and other pub- 
lic utilities. He paid low wages 
and was an arrogant and inde- 
fatigable tax-dodger and one of 
the privileged rulers of a com- 
munity and a section of the grow- 
ing nation whose pioneer inhabi- 
tants in all directions paid profits 
to him through his network of 
property interests. 

His grandson, now interested in 
newspaper publishing in New York 
and Chicago, was sent to England 
for his education, and his enter- 
prises until a few years ago coh- 
sisted of marriage, three times; 
horse racing and a Long Island 
estate of more than 1,000 acres. 

° If it can be assumed 
A Nice that Marshall Field 
Income 3rd is guided by the 
successful wisdom of 
the old gentleman who left him 
the money, he has kept intact the 
inheritance which he has pre- 
viously received, and has managed 
his affairs as the old man did so 
as to pay a minimum of taxes. He 
would thus have at this time, 
about $160,000,000 which, at the 
conservative yield of three per 
cent would pay him an income of 
$4,800,000 a year. Unless he were 
able to show a loss, this income 
would be largely siphoned off into 
the United States Treasury to pay 
for the war which Mr. Field saw 
coming and which he fiercely be- 
rated others for not anticipating. 
However, with two daily publica- 
tions, one of them, in Chicago, an 
outwardly conventional newspa- 
per, the other, in New York, a 
journalistic query which makes no 
pretense of factuality, he is in a 
position to show operating losses 
which, if reckoned in his tax re- 
turns, would reduce his taxes con- 
siderably. 

His income, at this rate of es- 
timate, would be more than $90,- 
000 a week, enough to support 
both of his publications at a loss 
and still leave an attractive sum 
for the government. ; 

Field’s editorial policy is pas- 
sionately New Deal in both of his 
ventures and he has received the 
support of the Department of Jus- 
tice and the Roosevelt administra- 
tion in his efforts to compel the 
Associated Press to give him a 
franchise in Chicago. After his ap- 
plication was blocked the Depart- 
ment of Justice attacked the A. P. 
as a monopoly notwithstanding 
the fact that the United Press and 
International News, both excellent, 
are available.

SELECTIVE SERVICE Senator Wheeler, who spent his time — 
opposing efforts of this country to 


prepare for war and who, on the day the Japanese were attacking 

at Pearl Harbor, was making a speech saying this country need 

never have any fear of attack, is trying to make some political hay 
out of the “draft of fathers” feature of selec 
tive service. 

Let it be said immediately that if the Army 
asks for them there should be no hesitation in 
calling them. 

Further, if the Army asks for them, con 
gress ought soundly and quickly to spank 
Wheeler’s typical effort to ingratiate himself 
through taking advantage of confusion and dis- 
content over the selective service problems of 
today. Wheeler's opposition to administration 
measures could be argued strongly to have cost 
the lives of a great many Americans, and there 
is no need to let him have any influence now 
just to make him a few votes. We are not as 
much concerned with Senator Wheeler’s po 
litical indecencies as we are with winning the 
war. 

The Army and the staff have done a good 
job, considering the late start they got because of the interferences 
of Wheeler and his .crowd, and we can leave it to the Army to 
decide. : 

All of’ which brings us down to this—congress and the national 
office of selective service might come down to brass tacks and elim- 
inate the confusion. Most of it can be eliminated. 

Selective service generally has been too well administered to 
allow itself to be discredited in any degree. 


LABOR NEEDS Most of the trouble stems from the fact that 
an effort was made to steer men into nec- 
essary labor rather than draft them there. 

This country has hardly got its feet wet in this war and ought 
now to get over the foolishness of thinking the war will be over by 
Christmas. It won’t be over then. It won’t be close to being over. 
What is happening in Italy ought to demonstrate that Christmas 
will find us still trying to get the Germans out of Italy. Two months 
ought to find them back to the Po, hut that little job may require 
more than two months. 

There was a great opposition to a draft of man power and so 
the Man-Power Board started in saying that men who were not in 
an essential industry by a certain date would be drafted for war. 

Even that might have been all right, but political pressures be- 
gan to crowd in on Paul McNutt, the man-power director. He had 
to change dates. 

A few months ago there was a date set for the induction of 
fathers who had not gone into a defense job. 

This was changed. 

Another one was set and the deadline established as September 
15, at which time all fathers not at least registered for defense 
jobs, would be inducted on and after October 1. 

Now comes another directive—which does not allow any escape 
for fathers—but which does call for a scraping of the barrel for 
all childless fathers. 

Now, selective service must know this is—as it stands—a ridicu- 
lous order. Local boards have been tearing their hair for months 
because selective service rules forbid the taking of a number of 
childless, even unmarried men, who are on defense jobs and whose 
employers have obtained deferments for them under the man-power 
regulations. So, to tell local boards to scrape the barrel for all its 
childless men is so much foolishness unless at the same time the 
man-power rules are changed to allow boards to do the job. 

All this is but part of the confusion which has caused the mis- 
understanding referred to by Senator Barkley on yesterday in dis- 
cussing the problem with newspapermen. 


A SOCIAL PROBLEM What we have got, of course, is a 


situation wherein men in nonessen- 
tial jobs have been led to believe the war soon will be over and 
that, if it isn’t, congress will protect them anyhow. 

Congress likely won’t protect them if the Army makes it clear 
it needs the meh. 

Then what we will have, of course, is a social problem of men 
going into the Army and/leaving a wife and children to support. 
That will be bad, very bad. And it need not happen if congress 
will clear the air and be definite. 

Of course, if the father had gone ahead and done what he is 
going to have to do anyhow—take a defense job—he would have 
enough to support his family. But, because of the confusion and 
the uncertainty, he probably will ride along and, if congress does 
follow Wheeler, he will be all right. If congress doesn’t, then he 
won’t be all right. 

He will’ then, because of the confusion and uncertainty and his 
own unwillingness to face the facts, find himself in the Army and 
his family in a bad position. The drain on all social agencies will 
be too great to handle and congress will then have to appropriate 
funds to care for them. 

All this could have been saved by some forthright, common- 
sense actions taken months ago. You can’t blame the fathers too 
much for not getting out of their jobs into defense plants which 
need them. They have plenty of examples in bewilderment and 
confusion to drive them dizzy.

War on Rats 

It is doubtful if there is any pest more 
destructive than the rat. In both city and 
country, rats each year destroy millions of 
dollars worth of property and of produce. 

In Hall county, during the week of October 
ll, the largest organized rat-killing campaign 
ever staged there is planned. Poisoned bait, 
fatal only to the rodents, will be distributed. 
In Gainesville alone, more than 50 groups such 
as civic clubs, schools, city and county officials 
have undertaken to help in direction of the 
campaign. It will be directed by L. C. White- 
head, district agent of the division of predatory 
and rodent control, fish and wildlife service. 

There are rural] areas in Hall county and 
in adjoining counties where, in years past, the 
rat plague has been so severe as to constitute a 
deadly menace to all crops and, even, to human 
life. 

If, by such a campaign as that planned, Hall 
can rid itself of the rats, similar steps should 
be taken in other parts of the state, similarly 
plagued. 

The rat is an agent of incalculable destruc- 
tion and is one of the most dangerous carriers 
of disease germs among all living creatures.

A Home Battlefront 

While the National Industrial Conference 
Board on Monday reported the cost of living in 
the nation rose 48 per cent in the twelve 
months ending August 31, last, the Office of 
Price Administration announced a new price 
reduction program which, if made effective, is 
estimated to reduce present living costs by 
2.3 per cent. 

General Manager Chester Bowles of the OPA 
plans the price rollback through a $100,000,000 
government subsidy of transportation costs, 
governmeht crop purchase and resale and roll- 
back subsidies on some crops. 

The fight against mounting living costs, 
which constitute the visible evidence of infla- 
tion, is one of the most important of all home- 
front campaigns. If successful, it means a 
return to peacetime life under conditions 
favorable to an era of rising prosperity and 
increased security for all Americans. If un- 
successful, it portends a, postwar period of 
widespread unemployment, depression and al- 
most universal human suffering. 

The rises in the cost of living so far recorded 
are inconsequential. If the OPA can success- 
fully prevent costs from jumping above present 
levels, it will achieve an important economic 
and war victory. It must never be forgotten 
that such success, for the OPA or any other 
essential war agency, can only be achieved’ by 
the willing cooperation of all of us.

Georgia Editors Say: 


TELEPHONE RATES. 
» (From the Albany Herald.) 
We are not satisfied that the Georgia Public 
Service Commission is justified in ordering a re- 


duction of intrastate telephone rates. What we 
have read in the state press does not convince us 
that the reduction is justified, and we think we 
are without prejudice as between the commis- 
sion and Southern Bell. 

It is significant that long-distance rates in 
Georgia are lower than in the other six states 
of the southeast, and while gross telephone rev- 
enue undoubtedly has increased, we think the 
fact will be admitted without investigation that 
operating and maintenance costs also have risen 
steeply. As between operating costs.and federal 
taxes, there is no great danger that the telephone 
companies will make too much money. The point

As is always the rule in time of 
war, the number of marriages 
taking place is reaching new high 
see : coe Yecords. With 

men by the mil- 
lions going into 
the armed serv- 
ices, youth calls 
to youth to 
hurry and 
thousands’ of 
couples who, in 
‘normal __ times, 
would have 
waited for vary- 
ing lengths of 
time before 
stepping into 
matrimony, are 
marrying on 
short notice, be- 
fore the groom 
has to leave for 
some distant part of the country, 
or the world. 

Which is as it should be, in the 
final analysis. 

However, it is perhaps well to 
realize that a higher proportion 
of wartime marriages end in fail- 
ure than do those of peace. Some- 
where the statistic was published, 
that 35 per cent of war marriages 
in this country during the First 
World War, ended in failure. Di- 
vorce, separation or desertion. 
That may be correct, but no guar- 
antee of the percentage is pro- 
vided here. 

It is not only the weddings be- 
tween American boys in uniform 
and American girls that must be 
considered. It is the marriages 
between our boys and girls of 
other lands, girls they meet, love 
and marry while on overseas serv- 
ice. There are no statistics, as 
far as memory goes, on the nu- 
merical success of these interna- 
tional unions. 

It is understood that army au- 
thorities discourage, as far as pos- 
sible, such marriages. An Ameri- 
can soldier in a foreign land has 
to get the permission of his com- 
manding officer before he can 
marry a girl of that country and 
that permission is only given 
under exceptional circumstances. 
At least, that is the understand- 
ing. 

However, there will be some 
who will bring wives across the 
seas with them, when they return 
home. And there will be wonder 
as to how the future years will 
treat these wives, coming to a 
strange land, to make homes 
among strange people. 


What Happened 
To Them? 

After the last war, a couple of 
years or more after the armistice, 
the last boatload of American 
troops was brought home from

occupied Germany. They had 
been living for a year or two or 
more in Germany, in that area 
around Cologne which was held 
by Allied troops. | 


They came home on the Army 
transport, the St. Mihiel, and 
landed at Savannah. We who met 
them, reporters and news pho- 
tographers, boarded the ship, from 
the Coast Guard boat, the United 
States Yamacraw, miles out in the 
mouth of the river. 

On board were several score 
German girls, wives of the return- 
ing Americans. On board, too, 
were automobiles, grand pianos, 
and all sorts of luxuries. And 
these German wives wore costly 
fur coats and other expensive 
items of wardrobe. 


Most of their husbands were 
privates, too. But, you see, they 
had lived, and married, in Ger- 
many during the worst of the cur- 
rency inflation. When it required 
a barrow load of marks to buy a 
loaf of bread and one man couldn’t 
carry the money necessary to pur- 
chase a pair of shoes. American 
money was worth astronomical 
sums in German marks. The pay 
of one of our privates was, at 
that time, $30 a month. And, in 
Germany, thirty bucks in German 
money was, literaHy, right in the 
millionaire class, 

The German girls who married 
American soldiers thus were, 
while in Germany, the wealthie&t 
of all. Hence the fur coats and 
pianos and autos and so on they 


brought over on the St. Mihiel. 


That Night, 


In Savannah, 

After all had disembarked the 
boys and their wives strolled, that 
night, the retail shopping district 
of Savannah. Arm in arm they 
walked the streets and the favor- 
ite occupation was window-shop- 
ping, 

We who watched wondered 
what these beautifully dressed 
German girls were thinking, as 
they saw hats and shoes and hose 
and dresses marked in dollars, at 
prices equal to a week’s or a 


month’s pay for their husbands. 

And they stared into the food 
store windows and must have won- 
dered how they were to keep 
house on a base pay of $30 a 
month. 

I don’t know how those brides 
of the St. Mihiel made out in the 
years that have since passed. I! 
hope they all managed to make 
their marriages successful. I ‘hope 
they are all happy and good Amer- 
icans. a 

But, still, wonder lingers. And 
part of it is wonder on how these 
war marriages of today are going 
to work out. |

The 
same smearing of business and 
emotional appeals to the masses. 
By PM’s own standards, PM is an 
outstanding virulent example of 
native American fascism.” 

“Of course,” this former sub- 
editor wrote, “PM has never tried 
for accuracy. RMI has said again 
and again that he does not want 
people to understand, only to 
‘feel.’ ” 

RMI refers to Ralph Ingersoll, 
Field’s first editor, who was draft- 
ed over Field’s protest after clam- 
oring savagely for war, then 
quickly promoted to captain and 
assigned to sedentary duties in 
London.

Is He Without Honor Because 
He Didn't Create It?

In this educated and vitamin-conscious age, even school kids 
know about the invisible and life-giving ultraviolet rays that flow 
from the sun in endless streams and bring us the “sunshine vita- 
min” called D—the one hoarded in the livers of certain fish. 

Like other good things, these ultraviolet rays are dangerous if 
used to excess, so nature filters out most of them before they reach 
the earth, and man develops a protective tan to shut them out—or, 
in the Tropics, a dark skin that serves the same purposes. But the 
rays, properly used, give more abundant life to all creatures. 

Thinking on these things, a great scientist conceived the idea of 
duplicating the sun’s beneficent work by artificial methods. He 
found a way to “irradiate” milk and other foods—to enrich them 
with vitamin D—by exposing them to artificial ultraviolet rays. 

He was offered millions of dollars for his process, but he was @ 
true scientist, without greed for money. To keep quacks and rogues 
from misusing his invention to defraud the public, he obtained 
patents to protect it and gave these outright to a certain university, 
so they could be leased under proper safeguards for the public good. 

Since ideas are not visible property, many otherwise honest 
people feel free to steal them. And, as usual, many firms used the 
scientist’s process without permission. - 

They were prosecuted for infringement of patent rights, and all 
were found guilty. But now a court has ruled that use of the 
process violates no rights. It says the scientist’s idea was not 
patentable, since he neither discovered nor invented anything but 
only made use of a natural process as old as the sun itself. 

If that reasoning is upheld by the Supreme Court, it will make 
nearly all patents worthless,

been here for ages. So the inventor really invents nothing, for he 
only harnesses natural laws as old as the universe. 

He mixes three chemicals in certain: proportions and obtains 
astonishing results that benefit the world. But since the world 
began it has been true that these chemicals, if so mixed, would 
produce such results. The scientist only discovered an ancient fact. 
Invention of the steam engine created nothing new, for it has 
always been true that heated water would become steam and con- 
fined steam would develop power to move things. 

No substance or fact is here that wasn’t here in the beginning. 
Every law that governs an airplane’s flight was a law when God 
made the world. Inventors cannot create, but only find and harness 
eternal truths. But all glory and profit to those who do the finding.

The German radio said the 
withdrawal to the sea at first was 
irregular but now had “assumed 
major extent” and “there are sev- 
eral indications that the beaten 
Americans are in a rather demor- 
alized condition and are fleeing 
towards the ships partly in abso- 
lute disorder... 

Wes Gallagher, Associated Press

One of the most recent and 
alarming surveys has to do with 
the diets of a group of West In- 


dian industrial workers. The re- 
port was made by Mary Ellen 
Turlay, B. S., in the August issue 
of the Journal of the American 
Dietetic Association. From care- 
ful investigation by a special com- 
mittee, it appears that about one 
out of every nine persons engaged 
in such work is apt to skip break- 
fast entirely. 

There are all kinds of reasons 
given for this missing meal or 
skimped meal. One man who 
didn’t eat at all said it took too 
much energy to digest! As with 
other industrial centers, the place 
a person lives may be so far from 
the plant that he has to start work 
at five or six in the morning to 
get there on time. It may be 
there isn’t any place to get a good 
meal. 

You might like to rate your 
first meal of the day according to 
the test suggested by this com- 
mittee. They gave a list of foods: 
Fruit, milk, cereal, ham or egg. 
If you have any two of those 
items and enough additional food 
to give you 500 calories, you get 


a good meal. Any combination

supplying one of those foods with 
additional calories to add up to 
350 is fair. If you eat none of 
them or take less than 300 calo- 
ries you can rate your meal as 
poor. If you don’t eat any break- 
fast at all, you’re in the “very 
poor” class! 

If you don’t eat an adequate 
breakfast, the same disinclination 
to consider food important, or the 
same set of conditions which 
makes it impossible to get it, are 
likely to prevail at noon. You 
may not be able to sit down and 
eat the plant where you work. 
Or, you may not like the food. 
One of the most persistent com- 
plaints is that the food provided 
in these cafeterias is monotonous. 
The dietitians find most of the 
meals deficient. The menu con- 
sidered best in this survey con- 
sisted of six thick slices of white 
bread, one ounce of peanut but- 
ter, one ounce of bologna, one tea- 
spoon of butter, two ounces of 
macaroni salad, one _ chocolate 
mint, and one medium apple. Now, 
that’s a man-size meal!

The Week's New Books: _ 


THEY SHALL NOT HAVE ME. 
By Jean Helion. (E. P. Dutton, 
$3.00), 


A French prisoner has escap- 
ed; while his fellow-prisoners 
are glad to live on tighter ra- 
tions, and under stronger super- 
vision from their German 
guafds, he makes his way to 
America; and here he tells the 
story of his capture, imprison- 
ment with fellow French and 


Belgian soldiers, and finally of 
his escape. 

The subject is exciting, the 
author is an observant man who 
hates his captors as standing 
against his fundamental creed 
of a free life, but is open-mind- 
ed enough to see them as in- 
dividuals and human beings. 
Some of them he would have 
as friends, but the majority he 
fights without any scruples. 

Being a prisoner of war 
means a constant fight; a fight 
against the loss of morale of 
the prisoners; most important, 
Helion, as ‘“Vertrauensmann” 
(confidence man) of his camp, 
had to keep up the spirits of the 
prisoners. But mainly it is a 
fight against the enemy who 
puts the prisoners to work in his 
factories, on his farms, in his 
shipyards, Actually one must 
work, but carefully one does as 
little as possible, is as clumsy 
as he can be, and resists pas- 
sively all day. But when night 
comes, those who are not too 
tired resist actively, make plans 
for the escape of a comrade... 
Freedom and the return is the 
constant goal of all. 

People from all walks of life 
become so transfused with hate 
that Helion, a painter, thinks 
of the best way of killing a 
particularly cruel Kommando- 
fuehrer. Prison-life dehumanizes 
these men just as their guards 
have been dehumanized by 
years of National-Socialist in- 
doctrination. 

It is not a pretty story, and 
Helion tells it’ at times in a 
little too much detail; it seems 
that some of the power this tale 
of the life of a war prisoner car- 
ries in it, could have been used 
more dramatically. The very 
objectivity of Jean Helion is 
harmful from a literary view- 
point; yet one hesitates to ask 
who has had the experiences 
the author has had to forget 
about them. M. F, 


BATTLE HYMN OF CHINA, 
By Agnes Smedley. (Alfred A. 
Knopf, $3.50.) 


Agnes Smedley has identified 
herself with China in a way 
that few Americans have done, 
particularly she is one with the 
workers and fighters of China. 

She tells us of the cramped 
years of her own rather gloomy 
childhood in a laborer’s home, 
which identified her also with 
the masses of the world. Thus 
she became a champion of all 
those who work and fight for 
freedom from oppression. 

In this book she takes the

reader along with her through 
Europe and Siberia into China, 
before Japan attacked Man- 
churia in 1931. She shares her 
intimate contacts with repre 
sentatives of various levels of 
Chinese, but mainly those con- 
nected with or leaning toward 
Revolutionary movements. 


The reader follows her up 
and down and across 
often off the beater trails, now 
with the Communists, now with 
the’ Nationalists, but always 
pointing at the common people 
—how they live and suffer and 
die. In these pages one also 
meets American and British 
citizens. Some of them are 
grand people, but others fill one 
with regret or even nausea— 
so utterly unbecoming were 
_their attitudes and activities 
before Pearl Harbor. 


Other recent books on China 
have given us glimpses of her 
history and cultural achieve 
ments. Here is China in the raw, 
the harsh and bitter life which 
most of .her millions live.

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Phony Revolt 
By Nazis Seen 
By OWI Chief 


SYRACUSE, Sept. 14.—(/)— 
German leaders probably will en- 
gineer a ‘““phony revolution” to 


save their own necks and the 


skeleton of their war machine for 
another try at world conquest, El- 
mer Davis, director of the Office 
of War Information (OWI) told 
the New York State Publishers’ 
Association tonight. 

Whether the Nazis get away 
with it depends in large part on 
the information supplied the pub- 
lic in America and the other 
United Nations, Davis said in 
counseling against overoptimism 
and distorted perspectives in han- 
dling war news. 

Blames Agency News. 

Davis acknowledged that part 
of the fault in any overoptimistic 
attitude in the United States lay 
with official agencies responsible 
for distribution of war news and 
pictures. He said this had been 
largely corrected. 

“There is no present reason to 
expect that victory will come ei- 
ther soon or cheaply,” Davis told 
the publishers. “It is possible that 
the political disintegration of Hit- 
ler’s ramshackle empire, already 
well begun, might bring a decision 
in Europe earlier than might be 
expected on purely military 
grounds; but it would be far more 
difficult for those Germans who 
are sick of the war to translate 
their feelings into action than it 
was in 1918.... 

“We may very likely. before the 
}war is over, see a phony revolu- 
tion in Germany ‘put over by a 
sham opposition—by Nazi leaders 
or by military leaders who would 
be willing to cut the throats of 
their associates if they could 
thereby save not only their own 
necks but the substance of Ger- 
man military or industrial power. 
The object of such a revolution 
would be a compromise peace, 
which would leave Germany still 
strong among her shattered neigh- 
bors—a peace which would be 
only the beginning of German 
preparation for the next war.” 

Correspondents Praised. 

News supplies from the fighting 
fronts by United States corre- 
spondents has been of outstanding 
excellence, Davis declared. He 
said the “belated, confusing and 
inadequate” reports released dur- 
ing the first months of the war 
by the high commands, “have for 
the most part been corrected.” 

“It is true that these improve- 
ments in the information supplied 
by the armed services have come 
in a period when they had little 
but good news to give us,” Davis 
continued, “but I am confident 
they would be able to stand the 
strain if we should again have to 
go through a period of uncertain 
fortunes and heavy losses—as we 
may.’

Gallup Poll: 
Publie 
Against 
Dad Draft 


By GEORGE GALLUP

Opinion. 


PRINCETON, N. J., Sept. 14.— 
High up on the agenda of busi- 
ness before the senate as it recon- 
venes is the Wheeler bill to delay 
the drafting of fathers. 

The legislators, and the Army, 
are faced with a choice of induct- 
ing fathers, or of being forced to 
draft many single men who are 
employed in essential war indus- 
tries, or possibly of putting 
through a draft of single women 
for non-combat Army jobs in order 
to release soldiers for the fighting 
front. 

So far as public opinion is con- 
cerned, there is considerable resist- 
ance at present to the drafting of 
fathers. A nation-wide survey re- 
ported last week showed, for ex- 
ample, that if it came to a choice 
between drafting single women 
for non-fighting jobs in the Army 
or drafting fathers for the same 
jobs, the great majority would pre- 
fer to induct the women. 


Dad Draft Unpopular. 

And in another survey which 
has just been completed there is 
a heavy majority vote in favor of 
inducting unmarried men now em- 
ployed in war industries before 
drafting fathers even in non-essen- 
tial industries. This issue was put 
to men and women of all classes 
from coast to coast as follows: 

“I? the Army needs more men, 
who do you think should be draft- 
ed first—single men who are em- 
ployed in essential war industries, 
or fathers who are NOT employed 
in essential war industries?” 

Favor drafting single men 

in war industries before 

drafting fathers ..... “—* 

Favor drafting fathers. ..24 

Undecided : 8 

These results raise the question 
of how the unmarried men in war 
industries would be replaced if 
they were drafted. 

The public is already on record 
as favoring a national service act 
along the lines of the Austin- 
Wadsworth bill which would con- 
script civilian man-power for jobs 
in war industries. 

In other words, what the public 
seems to favor is a_ situation 
whereby the single men will do 
the fighting, while married men 
with children, and men beyond 
draft age, stay home to run the 
factories. If the latter groups do 
not volunteer for jobs in war in- 
custries in sufficient numbers, then 
the public thinks they should be 
conscripted for such jobs. 

The principal objections raised 
by the public to drafting married 
men is that it would lead to the 
breaking up of too many families 
where there are children. The con- 
Stant argument is: “Single men 
have no dependents and fewer re- 
sponsibilities; they should go be- 
fore the fathers.” 

Dads “Good Soldiers.” 

Others claim that fathers would 
not make good soldiers, both be- 
cause they are older and because 
they would worry too much about 
the welfare of their children back 
home. Still another argument 
raised is that whereas single men 
in war industries could be re- 
placed by fathers, there is no one 
to take the place of a father as the 
head of a family if he goes away. 

The principal argument put up 
by voters on the other side—those 
who think fathers should be draft- 
ed before single men in war in- 
dustries—is that everyone must 
shoulder the burden of war and 
that fathers are no exception, no 
matter how unpleasant the re- 
quired tasks may be.

Atlantan Tells 
Bankers About 


War Financing 


Special to THE CONSTITUTION 

NEW YORK, Sept. 14.—Few 
people in the United States com- 
prehend the great problem of fi- 
mancing the war, Robert Strick- 
land, of Atlanta, president of the 
Trust Company of Georgia, told 
the American Bankers’ Association 
bere today. 


“Our congress has appropriated 
$330,000,000,000 for war,” he said. 
“Through June 30 we had spent 
$110,000,000,000. At current spend- 
ing rates the appropriation will 
all be expended by April, 1945. 
By the time the third war loan 
drive now under way is complet- 
ed our national debt will be $165,- 
000,000,000, and estimates are that | 
the public debt will be near $200,- 
000,000,000 by July, 1944. 


“By increasing taxes to one- 
third of our income we should 
raise nearly $60,000,000,000 in the 
fiscal year 1944-45. This should 
reduce borrowed funds for that 
year to less than $60,000,000,000 
and leave us owing about $250,- 
000,000,000 on July 1, 1945. 

“An. then we must consider the 
war ending costs—which has been 
—— at another $50,000,000,- 
00.” 

Strickland’s speech on “Govern- 
ment War Financing and Its Ef- 
fect on Our Economy,” was one 
of the features of today’s session.
